On the 24th of
Heptember, 188, the speculators in Wall
strest got contral of I, asd ran up the
price frum 144 to 183 a few hours, The
most intense excitement prevatled, and
in those few hours many fortunées were
wrecksd. Fisk and Gould, who hind been
the prime conspirators in the movement,
found it pecessary to fly from the ven-
goance of the mob, A great panic was pré.
vented by General Grant, then Prosident,
| who directed the Assistant Tieasurer at
New York to sell government goid in the
opon market.

Only last winter we had to pay an
Enghsh syndicale R000.000 for a promise
to let our gold reserve alone. Thrve or
four months ago we sold $0,000,60 worth
of bonds to Inereass thut reserve to about
$120,000,000, and alrendy it 18 down again
to about 506,000,000 What has hecome of
this influence of Plerpont Morgan & Co.,
for which we paid the 8,000,007

With these experiencés before them
those who are In favor of the free coin-
nge of silyer belleve that It is not the part
of wisdom to adopt s a standard—a single
standand—a coln that ean be so easlly con-
trolled, and make it our only money of re-
demption. They demand that all of the
paper-money of the government, including
greenbacks, national-bank notes, and coin
certificates, shall be redeemable in gold
or silves at the optlon of the govern-
ment, and not st the option of the
holder, and that the mints of the coun-
try  shall thrown open te the [ree
coinage of wilver. Under such a law the
government might pay gold at the request
of the paper-holder whenever it 18
to do #o, but it would put it dut of the
power of any class of men to throw us
by making such s de.
